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MP defends 


flat expenses 


| saved taxpayers’ money, says Brian Binley

THE MP at the heart of the latest 
expenses scandal says he actual- 
ly saved the taxpayer money by 
claiming rent paid on a flat 
owned by his company. 

Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley spoke to this newspaper 
just hours after a Daily Telegraph 
story revealed he had claimed 
more than £50,000 of taxpayers 
money for rent on a Pimlico flat 
owned by BCC Communications, 
the company he founded. 

Mr Binley was paid £1,500 a 
month in expenses between 
February 2006 and April 2009 - 
despite a change in House of 
Commons rules in April 2006 that 
meant MPs could no longer rent 
properties from themselves or 
their companies. 

The MP. who stood down as a 
councillor on Northamptonshire 
County Council at the recent elec- 
tions, appealed the decision and 
subsequently continued to claim 
rent until a final decision was 
made in April this year. 

Mr Binley was elected to the 
House of Commons in May 2005 
and originally claimed his second 
home allowance for the Carlton 
Club in London, a gentleman’s 
club for Conservative supporters. 

In February 2006, he began rent- 
ing the Pimlico flat from BCC 
Communications, of which he is 


chairman and owns 20 per cent of 
its shares. The company had 
bought the flat for £345,000 in 
December 2005. 

But in April 2006 Parliamentary 
rules changed to bar MPs from 
paying rent to their own compa- 
nies. 

Yesterday Mr Binley insisted 
BCC made no profit from the 
arrangement and that the taxpay- 
er benefited as he had not had to 
pay for gas, electricity, water rates, 
council tax or furniture. 

Mr Binley said when the compa- 
ny bought the flat it paid £5,000 
stamp duty, £4,000 in lawyers fees 
and £9,000 to furnish it. 

“The repayments over most of 
the three year period were £1,600 
a month. On the basis that we 
thought there might be apprecia- 
tion we felt it was fair to set a rent 
of £1,500 including gas, electricity, 
water rates and council tax,” he 
said. 

“I thought that was a very fair 
deal for the taxpayer. I was in a flat 
the company had control over 
and there was no danger of my 
wife being lumbered with a size- 
able mortgage. 

“I cleared it all with the fees 
office and all my documents 
made it clear I was chairman of 
BCC.” 

When the rules changed Mr 
Binley appealed the decision as 
he did not believe such changes 
should be made in the middle ofa 


Parliamentary term. The appeal 
was rejected, but he then made a 
further plea to the then speaker 
Michael Martin. 

This was rejected in April, at 
which point Mr Binley moved out 
of the flat. 

“As soon as that happened I had 
to find another flat,” he said. 

“I now pay £365 a week, exclu- 
sive of council tax, water rates, 
light and heat. 

“In my view Pimlico was a good 
deal for the taxpayer, sensible for 
my wife and gave the company a 
fair rent return, but not one that 
made it a profit. 

“When people say I should pay 
the money back, I say pay back 
what? Shouldn't they pay my com- 
pany for renting it out at a cheap 
rate? What is there to pay back 
and what have I done wrong?” 

Mr Binley said he has not been 
contacted by Conservative leader 
David Cameron over the situa- 
tion, and does not expect to be. 

And he saved his ire for the Daily 
Telegraph, saying: “I am being 
tried in the court of public per- 
ception by a newspaper whose 
owners are in tax exile and who 
bought stolen information in 
order to boost their own circula- 
tion. 

“The implication is I did this for 
pecuniary gain. That is simply not 
the case. I am the one who has to 
look myself in the face every day 
and I have no problem with that.”

It’s Silverstone’s 
final countdown

PLANS are already in place to 
cope with the loss of the British 
Grand Prix. 

This weekend’s race marks the 
last in the county for the consid- 
erable future, following last 
year’s announcement to move 
the race to Donington Park. 

In 2008 the British Grand Prix 
generated total expenditure of 
£54m directly attributable to the 
event. 

Around 94 per cent (£51m) was 
spent within a 60 mile radius 
and 82 per cent (£44.4m) within 
Northamptonshire. 

Despite the huge loss of rev- 
enue the Grand Prix’s departure 
will bring, plans are in place to 
compensate for its departure, 
including the creation of around 
3,000 jobs in the next ten years in 
the motorsport industry. 

Jean Morgan, chief executive of 
South Northamptonshire Cou- 
ncil and chairwoman of the 
Silverstone Interagency Group 
said: “Although the Formula One 
British Grand Prix will no longer 
be hosted at Silverstone from 
2010, the council is working with 
Northamptonshire Enterprises 
Limited on several initiatives to 
put Silverstone in a position 
where it is set to become a world 
leading centre for motorsport, 


business, leisure and technolo- 
” 


Plans to upgrade the circuit’s 
ageing facilities were confirmed 
earlier this year and a contract 
has been signed to bring the pin- 
nacle of motorbike racing, 
MotoGP to the area from 2010. 

Mrs Morgan said: “The devel- 
opment brief which was agreed 
this year will make Silverstone 
not only one of the best motor- 
sport venues in the world, but 
also add a range of additional 
facilities for high-tech industry, 
education and initiatives for the 
benefit of the local region and 
economy. 

“The plans for major commer- 
cial development at the Tech- 
nology Park will attract new high 


profile investors into the area. It 
will enable Northamptonshire to 
attract further high profile 
events, it will support business 
and leisure tourism - through 
the two planned hotels - and 
create employment opportuni- 
ties. 

“Tt is estimated that nearly 
3,000 jobs will be created before 
2018. I hope this will make sure 
Silverstone remains in the posi- 
tion of being able to host major 
international events, reconfirm 
its position at the pinnacle of the 
motorsport industry and secure 
the future of the circuit for years 
to come.”

Police gear up for the big race weekend 


FANS are preparing for 
the final British Grand 
Prix at Silverstone this 
weekend. 

More than 200,000 Fl 
fanatics are expected 
to pass through the 
gates of the Northamp- 
tonshire circuit. 

Last year’s Hamilton- 
mania could be 
replaced with Button’s 
barmy army, as the 29- 
year-old Brawn GP 
driver comes into his 
home race with a huge 
points lead in the 
World Championship. 

Safer community 
policing teams in 
South Northampton- 
shire will be deploying 
extra staff over the 


weekend, with neigh- 
bourhood officers de- 
ployed outside the cir- 
cuit to help residents. 

Inspector Alex Terry, 
safer community team 
(SCT) inspector for the 
Towcester area, said: 
“SCT staff will be con- 
ducting high-visibility 
foot patrols in Silver- 
stone as well as the 
surrounding villages 
during the course of 
the Grand Prix week- 
end. 

“They will also be 
available on a daily 
basis, working from a 
mobile police office 
that will be based in 
the lay-by situated in 
Brackley Road, Silver- 


stone. We will also be 
putting on daily quad- 
bike patrols of the 
campsite areas sur- 
rounding the circuit to 
check on tent security 
and provide a visible 
presence.” 

Chief Superinten- 
dent Ian McNeill, event 
commander for the 
Grand Prix said: “This 
is the largest weekend 
sporting event to be 
staged in this country 
and therefore has a 
considerable effect on 
the road network in 
the Silverstone area.” 

In recent years, the 
three-day event has 
been largely trouble- 
free, with few crimes 


and incidents of public 
order reported. 

Chief Inspector Andy 
Tresias added: “The car 
parks, camp sites and 
the trade isle will be 
patrolled by  uni- 
formed staff and also 
those working covert- 
ly. In addition, we will 
have quad bikers out 
to negotiate terrain 
which would other- 
wise be awkward for 
those on foot or with 
more conventional 
modes of transport.” 

Visitors who need to 
report crimes or have 
any concerns can visit 
the police station by 
the main entrance to 
the circuit. 


Dad delivers as he has to play midwife 


JEMMA EVANS gave birth to her 
second child on Thursday, but this 
time it was husband Jamie who got 
the congratulations. 

Instead of being a _ helpless 
onlooker by a hospital bed, Jamie, 
27, was talked through the ‘most 
terrifying experience’ of his life. 

With the phone squeezed against 
his left shoulder talking to a call 
centre and his right arm trying to 
restrain his boisterous son Alfie, 
Jamie delivered the baby in just 
seven minutes. 

Abandoning any chance of get- 
ting to the Barratt Maternity ward, 
Jamie rang 999 and was put 
through to an expert in these mat- 
ters. 

“I don’t know who he was but I'd 
love the opportunity to thank him 
in person,” said Jamie. 

“He probably gave me his name, 
but I’ve no recollection of what it 
was. While all hell was breaking 
loose at home, he was calm and 
collected and talked me through 
the whole ordeal. 

“It was the most terrifying experi- 
ence I’ve ever had and I’m in no 
hurry to go through it again. 

‘Jemma was screaming ‘get the 
bloody thing out’ and Alfie was 
shouting ‘mess, mess’. 

“I had no idea if it was dead or 
alive and it wasn’t until I cleaned 
up that I realised he was a boy.” 

At 7.07am Harley Jack popped 
out weighing 7lbs 130zs just before 
the paramedics and midwife 
turned up to cut the umbilical cord 
and complete what was a 100 per 
cent success. 

“I was petrified but I had absolute 
faith in Jamie,” Jemma said. 

Jamie went to work the next day 
and 30 colleagues at Barclaycard 
gave him a richly deserved stand- 
ing ovation. 


Police error 


led to 


woman’s murder

A CATALOGUE of police errors 
contributed to a woman's death 
at the hands of her estranged 
son-in-law. 

Mavis Clift died in a fire at her 
home in Washington Street, 
Northampton on New Yeatr’s Day 
2008. 

Her husband William escaped, 
while daughter Susan suffered 
severe burns. 

Susan’s husband Paul Barber 
was charged with murder and 
attempted murder, but died in 
Woodhill Prison, Milton Keynes 
earlier this year. 

A report from Northampton 
Domestic Abuse Forum 
(NorDAF) revealed a series of 
errors from Northamptonshire 
Police in dealing with the case, 
including failing to recognise its 
importance - despite receiving 
more than 30 calls relating to it. 

No-one has faced disciplinary 
procedures as a result of the 
case. 

Assistant Chief Inspector Alan 
Featherstone said: “It is clear 
that we failed to meet the high 
standards they (Mrs Clift’s fami- 
ly) had a right to expect and we 
have met with the family and 
offered them an unreserved 
apology. We all accept full 


responsibility. All of the calls 
were dealt with as separate 
issues. 

“This is the police’s fault, and 
nothing to do with other agen- 
cies. We did not make the con- 
nections that we should have, 
and as a result, our officers have 
also been failed by the system.” 

A statement from the family of 
Mavis Clift said: “We feel totally 
let down by the lack of interest 
by the police on so many occa- 
sions. People should have the 
confidence that when they call 
the police for assistance, their 
cries of help are responded to. 

“During the eight months lead- 
ing up to the tragedy, we called 
police for help on numerous 
occasions, but felt like we were 
not being listened to or taken 
seriously.” 

The report from NorDAF 
revealed 13 recommendations 
to improve the way domestic 
abuse cases are dealt with in the 


future. 
Dr Rachel Duncan, NorDAF 
business manager, said: 


“Mistakes were made, but this 
review is about making things 
right. 

“We have identified where 
things have gone wrong, but we 
are working to improve the serv- 
ice we offer. I am very confident 
that the service has been made

“We want as many as 120 more 
volunteers this year.”

Merger bids for primary schools 


TWO primary schools are set 
to merge in a bid to raise 
standards throughout the 
town. 

A Northamptonshire Cou- 
nty Council proposal would 
see Ecton Brook and 
Woodvale primary schools 
merge with partner schools, 


Bellinge and Sunnyside 
Primary. 
The two schools have

Under the plans Ecton

Council leader Cllr Jim 
Harker said: “We = are 


absolutely committed to 
tackling underperformance 
in schools and are doing 
everything necessary to 
bring about real improve- 
ment for the children and 
young people of 
Northamptonshire 

“We have every confidence 
that by building on the links 
and relationships that have 
been formed between the 
partnered schools in recent 
months, we are presenting 
the right solution to give 
communities the quality of 
education they deserve.” 

In order to merge both 
Bellinge and Sunnyside 
would have to close and re- 
open as a campus of their 


expanding partner school. 
Bellinge and Sunnyside 
schools would stay open on 
their existing sites. 

A deputy headteacher 
would be appointed as head 
of campus at Sunnyside and 
Bellinge to look after the 
day-to-day running of the 
schools, enabling the 
respective head teachers to 
take on a strategic leader- 
ship role. 

As part of the consultation, 
the council is meeting with 
governors, staff and parents 
to discuss the proposals. 

Public meetings have 
already been arranged for 
parents to find out more.

Woodvale and Sunnyside 
Primary Schools, the follow- 
ing meeting will take place 
today at Woodvale Primary 
School from 6pm.

Results will be reported 
back to the cabinet member 
for children and young peo- 
ple who will then decide 
whether or not to proceed 
with issuing statutory clo- 
sure notices. 

The final decision on the 
mergers will be taken by cab- 
inet in November.

Cyclist dies after collision 


A CYCLIST had to be airlifted 
to hospital after he was hit by 
a lorry. 

Despite the use of advanced 
resuscitation by air ambu- 
lance crew the man, believed 
to be a policeman, later died 
in hospital. 

Crew from Warwickshire & 
Northamptonshire Air Amb- 
ulance attended the incident, 
which took place at 8.49am 
on Friday. 

The collision occurred on 
the A6 heading towards 
Leicester. The 49-year-old suf- 
fered very traumatic chest 
and abdominal injuries. 


Once at the scene the ambu- 
lance crew carried out 
advanced resuscitation meth- 
ods, including fluid resuscita- 
tion. However, the patient 
deteriorated quickly. 

He was air lifted to 
University Hospital Coventry 
and Warwickshire (UHCW) in 
under 10 minutes where his 
care continued. Unfortuna- 
tely the patient died after fur- 
ther resuscitation attempts. 

Air operations manager 
Steve Porter said: “Our 
thoughts go out to the victim's 
friends and family, this really 
was a very tragic accident.”

It’s the end of an era 


THE smell of petrol, the 
roar of the crowd, 
engines revving and the 
British Grand Prix at 
Silverstone. 

Talk about motor racing 
and Silverstone is on 
everyone's lips - but this 
year is scheduled to be 
the last British Grand Prix 
at the famous track. 
TOBY LOCK looks at 
some of the races which 
have made Silverstone 
famous. 


SILVERSTONE has been the exclusive 
home of the British Grand Prix for 22 
years, with magical and memorable 
moments in almost all of the races 
since. 

The race alternated between the 
Northamptonshire circuit and Brands 
Hatch during the 1980s, before settling 
in 1987. 

After the disappointment of losing the 
World Championship in 1986, Nigel 
Mansell-mania was in full force in 1987, 
as he and Williams team-mate Nelson 
Piquet went head-to-head. 


With neither driver due to stop for 
tyres, Mansell began to suffer and elect- 
ed to change his strategy. With 29 laps 
remaining, Mansell rejoined 28 seconds 
behind leader Piquet. 

Mansell’s epic charge to the front saw 
the lap record beaten several times, 
before his famous ‘Silverstone Two Step’ 
move stunned the crowd as he took the 
lead with six laps remaining. 

Mansell dominated the race in 1991, 
but it will be remembered for the lap 
after it had finished. 

Title rival Ayrton Senna had run out of 
fuel at Stowe corner, and victor Mansell 
picked up his stricken foe to give him a 
lift back to the pits. 

When Damon Hill ran into the back of 
Michael Schumacher in 1995, Britain's 
‘other driver’ Johnny Herbert picked up 
the pieces to take his first ever F1 win in 
front of a stunned, but delighted, crowd. 

Schumacher’s World Championship 
campaign was ended in 1999 when a 
brake failure saw his Ferrari rocket into 
the tyre barrier at Stowe corner, break- 
ing his leg. 

The race in 2003 was marred by con- 
troversial priest Neil Horan invading the 
circuit, running towards traffic on 
Hanger Straight bearing the sign ‘Read 
the Bible. The Bible is always right.’ 

2006 welcomed the first appearance of 
Lewis Hamilton to a Grand Prix week- 
end, albeit in the GP2 support series. 
After securing victory in the first race, 
Lewis sparked the beginnings of 
Hamilton-mania when he overtook two 
cars in an impossible move through 
Becketts in the second race on his way 
to the title and an F1 drive in 2007. 

Although a slight mistake in the pits 
cost Hamilton the race in his first British 


Grand Prix, a truly majestic perform- 
ance in the wet last year made the crowd 
forget the rain and celebrate one the 
most important wins on his way to the 
2008 World Championship. 

If this year’s Grand Prix brings any- 
thing like the excitement of its prede- 
cessors it will be a day to remember.

Project gets a prestigious award 


A PROJECT which offers support to 
teenagers who self-harm has been 
awarded the prestigious Queen’s 
Award for Voluntary Service. 

The Opal Project is one of 95 volun- 
teering groups from across the UK 
which has been recognised for the out- 
standing contributions it’s made to 
the community. 

The Brackley-based project was 
awarded for its work in helping young 
people cope with, and understand 
why, they self-harm and develop alter- 
native coping strategies. 

Volunteers Sophie Black, Carrie 
Smith, Fleur Lewis and Steven Long 
from the project said: “We are 
extremely proud of the project and all 
the work it has done helping young 
people, parents and those profession- 
ally working with young people both 
locally and worldwide.” 

The Opal Project was created by two 
Northamptonshire students in March 
2003 who have themselves been 


through the problem. It is based, and 
supported by Northamptonshire 
County Council’s Dillon’s Centre for 
young people in Brackley. 

Since its creation, the project has 
gone from strength-to-strength with 
the creation of a website and a ‘spec- 
trum’ journal, specifically targeted at 
self-harmers as a safe release point to 
express their emotions. 

The group has now created a new 12 
week programme in Brackley, for 
young people with various mental 
health problems. 

They offered activities such as ‘cop- 
ing with depression’, kickboxing, 
reflexology, sculpturing and a healthy 
eating evening in relation to mental 
health needs. 

Leader of Northamptonshire County 
Council Councillor Jim Harker said: 
“The Queens Award is testament to all 
those who are involved in the project 
and for the hard work they have put 
in.”

Casualty reduction partnership officers and youngsters from 
years four and five at Great Doddington Primary School used 
hand-held speed guns to collect speed data as part of a geogra- 
phy project. 

PC Janice Odams said: “The children were really keen to find 
out how the speed guns worked and note down all the speeds. 

“The data will primarily be used for a geography project in 
which they are looking at how the type and speed of vehicles 
impacts on the buildings and environment of the village, and 
what measures, over previous years, have been introduced to 
reduce the volume of through traffic.”

Button’s bid to extend lead

A DARK cloud hangs over this week- 
end’s British Grand Prix as the row 
between the teams and the FIA 
intensifies. 

This weekend’s race looks set to be 
the last at Silverstone, with Doning- 
ton Park due to take over as host from 
next year. 

But it is the tit-for-tat war between 
the Formula One Teams’ Association 
(FOTA) and the sport’s governing 
body that dominates the headlines. 

FIA upped the ante again yesterday 
morning with a damning statement 
that slammed FOTA and in particular 
their chief Luca di Montezemelo, 
who is also head of Ferrari. 

The statement said: ‘In light of the 
success of the FIA’s Championship, 
FOTA made up of participants who 
come and go as it suits them has set 
itself two clear objectives: to take 
over the regulation of Formula One 
from the FIA and to expropriate the 
commercial rights for itself. 

‘These are not objectives which the 
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FIA can accept.’ 

The row all stems from the FIA’s 
intention to introduce a voluntary 
budget cap of £40million from next 
year, with teams operating under it 
receiving greater freedom from the 
technical regulations. 

FIA also insist that these steps are 
necessary to facilitate the entry of 
new teams as well as making sure 
those that are still on the grid can 
stay there. 

But the teams feel that this will lead 
to a two-tier sport, with those operat- 
ing outside the cap being subject to 
more stringent regulations. 

FIA said: ‘What is this dispute really 
all about? Is it about an attempt by 
some teams to take over the com- 
mercial rights to Formula One? Or to 
take the regulatory function away 
from the FIA? Or even just a clash of 
personalities? 

‘Tt has elements of all of these, but 
the real issue is philosophical; it goes 
to the fundamentals of Formula One. 
It is about technical freedom. 

‘Tt is recognition by the FIA and sev- 
eral teams that you can have techni- 
cal freedom — the freedom to inno- 
vate - or you can have freedom to 
spend without limit. But you cannot 
sustain both.’ 

So far Williams and Force India are 
the only two current constructors to 
have commited themselves to racing 
next year, which resulted in their sus- 
pension from FOTA. 

Ferrari are still threatening to pull 
out of the sport at the end of this sea- 
son despite having their entry for 
2010 made unconditional against 
their wishes, along with those of Red 
Bull and Toro Rosso.

Brawn, BMW, Toyota, McLaren and 
Renault have until tomorrow to sign 
up unconditionally for next season. 

Should any of those teams not com- 
mit, FIA would then look to those 
new teams that submitted entries but 
were not accepted for 2010. 

The rumours of the constructors 


forming their own breakaway cham- 
pionship also refuse to die down. 

Among all this, it is easy to forget 
that there is still the real possibility of 
there not even being a British Grand 
Prix next season. 

Donington’s owners have guaran- 
teed that the circuit will be ready on 
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time, while Bernie Ecclestone has 
repeated his threat that if the track is 
not ready there will be no British 
round in 2010.
